Knots In Boards. 
We find knots In the boards which 
we notice in a lumber pile or In any 
other place where boards happen to 
be because the smaller limbs whlcb 
grow away from tbe larger limbs of 
trees grow from tbe inside as well as 
the ontslde of tbe tree. 
When you see a knot In a board It 
means that before tbe tree was cut 
down and the log sawed up into boards 
a limb was growing out from the In­ 
side of the tree at the spot where the 
knot occurs, says the Book of Won­ 
ders. 
Ton will also find that the wood In 
the knot is Irardor generally than the 
rest of flic board. 
This Is because 
more strength Is required at the base 
of a limb and in the part of the limb 
which grew inside the tree than in 
other parts, for the llinb must be strong 
enough to support not only the limb 
itself, but also the sD*aller limbs which 
grow out of It.
